The Borups, very fine people, actually lived in an old house iji ufiich George Washington 
actually stayed at the ti^ of the battle of the Brandywine, the name of a river a few 
miles to the north. ih. 

I au pleased that you are temsiatiJig my books into Danish. If you at some point 
want publication in Denmark, please keep tliis as my permission in the event a publisher 
might .Jant that. 

I an pleasaJalso tliat you find tlie work worthwhile. There are some difficulties in 
what you refer to as sorting out. Some comes from the fact that with one exception they are 
all rough drafts. I was able to make a few minor changes in f^ost Mortem before printing it. 
Also, there is much ellipsis. I’his is because as of the time of writing I could not res- 
ponsibly be more explicit. However, I did intend hinting or suggest^^ig or indicatiibtf- that 
there were questions. 

There was remarkiibly little press attention to my POIA lawsuits. From time to time 
there may have been a few iiicidental comments in some news stories but I kept no separate 
file of them. I did keep a separate copy of the one story I recall on any of tlie litigation 
and I enclose it. In tliat lawsuit, whicla was for free copies of records about to be released 
by the rai, - had a number of additional objectives. One was to cmk-e it wliat here is known 
as a "man-bites-tfog" story and one of the objectives of that was to try to got some media 
attention for it. Only the Washington Post sent a reporter. I did not expect the judge to 
(Jielay the availability of the records but I did think it might be easier for him to reject 
one of ay requests and then grtuit the one that really mattered to me. lie ruled as I expected. 
Well, rather hoped he'd rule. 

Professor David V/rone, history department, Iftii^rsiiy of Wisconsin, is coauthor*** 
of the only scholarly bibliography on tlie JFK assassination. He also planned a series of 
books on tliis litigation. The first was not financially successful so it was also tlie last. 

In connection with either or both jirojects he may have the kind of information you request 
so I'll send him both letters. 

I do not recall any source tlie <niomoua opposition to tliis litigation by tho gov- 
ernment but it was long-lasting and costly. Until tlie decision reported in the enclosed 
clipping the Civil division tho Uopartnent of Justice hae/ six lav/yers on what was 
openly referred to as '*the Get V/eisberg Growl* If you at some point would like a statement 
describing this opposition I s igf.-es't you v/rite the friend who handled all the cases for me, 
James H. x^esar, 918 F Dt. , W, l^ 509, V/ashington, D.C. 20004. 


w'ithout question there was a cons piracy to kill JFK. I set out to prove tliis by proving 
with the official evidence only tiiat the crime was beyond the capability of any one nan. But 
with regard to '*a conspiracy to witlihold the truth," a caution. There was, obviously, a ^ 
facto conspiracy to do this. That does not necessarily mean that it was what the? law defines 
as a conspiracy. Nor does it necessarily follow that because tliere was a de fact o conspiracy 
to withliold and an actual conspiracy to assassinate that the conspirators 'were one and the 
same. TJiero are reasons to suspect tliat some elements in or connoted witli the government may 
have been responsible for the assassination. But I know of no proof of this, ioid it also does 
not have to mean that tli»i assassins knei; they would be protected in any official invest! - 
gation. The covering up is, alas, the way governments work.
